Por thong h hogges and Dogges come ther- 
to, yet who can redreſſe m. or why ſhould the ( ummumion be coumt ed 
polluted unto vst Thus they pollute my name ſaueth the Lorde, and yet 
they ſay Wherein haxe we polluted thy name? In that ye ſuffer ſuch wie- 
heanefſe amongeſt you, faieth the Lorde,and fay alfo that it is ſufferable, 
and can no way be remedied.
